In telling M r. Tyson of the death 
of Mr. Feild, his friend 
and school­ 
m ate, Clifton Beckwith, said: 
“ We were in a canoe, a light steel 
craft with air com partm ents in each 
end, and 
were sta rtin g 
to paddle 
across the Sound to the banks oppo­ 
site M o o rhead City and were only 
a short distance from shore in nine 
feet of w ater when the tragedy oc­ 
curred. 
The canoe had shipped some 
w ater and we decided to em pty it as 
we had done two or three times be­ 
fore. 
We both went in the w ater 
and while Rutledge was keeping the 
equipm ent together I w-as righting 
the canoe. 
We were not ten feet 
ap art and Rutledge was not nervous 
or excited, but 
was ffiadtwg water 
with his arm s on blanket rolls. 
We 
were talking back and forth. 


“ I dived to see w hat had kept one 
end of the canoe down and when I 
came to the 
surface Rutledge went 
down. 
I thought he had simply gone 
down to see how deep it was. 
Boon 
he came up again and then passed 
his hands across his forehead but did 
not 
call 
for 
help 
or 
struggle. 
I 
thought, however, 
th a t he was 
in 
trouble and called to the sh >re for 
help and then dived where he had 
gone down. 
I could not find Rutledge 
and he was not seen again for two j 
d a y s .” 


The coroner said it was not a case 
of drowning, as there was no w ater 
in Mr. Feild’s lungs.

cause of his death rem ain s a m ys­ 
tery it is generally believed that his t 
heart ceased to function and th at he 
was unconscious when he went down 
the second tim e.
